The Hon, Mr. C. Gordon Mackie, who took the chair at the 
annual meeting of the Hong Kong General Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday, in the course of a review of the year’s trade, expressed 
the. opinion that low rates of exchange appenred likely to continue.

A fleet of ten or twelve machines, 
chk 
or one large machine capable of 


carrying from twenty to thirty 


passengers, would he necessary if 
the service were to pay on any- 
thing like a big scale. A fleet of 
this size would be able to estab- 
lish a wide and regular air ser- 
vice between Hong Kong, Macao, 
Canton, Wuchow, and perhaps 
even Foochow, Amoy, and Han- 
kow, the value of which to busi- 
ness men would be enormous, 
saving. many tedious and expen- 
sive hours of travel.

Officer, The cost to the shipping 
companics is less than the cost of 
the anti-piracy guards provided by 
the Military Authorities during the 
period they were paid for, but Bri- 
tish shipping companies consider

In order to provide for increased 
expenditure due to larger sterling 
commitments as a result of the fall 
in exchange, the Hong Kong Gov- 
ernment introduced in the last 
Budyet new taxation of shipping 
vonsisting of an Increase in the 
light dues on ocean-going vessela 
from 2 cents to 4 cents per ton, and 
on river steamers from five-aixths 
voa-eont ta Tl, cents per ton, and 
double fees for the use of Govern- 
mont buoys, The decision wag de- 
tunded by the’ Government, on the 
«vound that shipping companies, in 
the majority of cases, either oper- 
aieoon a gold basis or have increased 
their dollar charges. The dues 
then in force were imposed when 
the dollar was worth ‘about double 
ita present value, and the Govern- 
ment therefore defended the pro- 
posed increases a4 fulr and equit- 
able. Eo venture to repeat what I 
said in Couneil at the time:— 


"The suggested taxes on ship- 
ping, in the form of* increased 
light dues and hire of buoys are, 
I consider, wrong in principle. 
This form of taxation has been 
the subject of several debates in 
this Chamber in the past, and if 
one can judge from the records 
of the meetings the official atti- 
tude has been that shipping 
should only be taxed for specific 
purposes from which a direct 
benefit is obtained. In the pie- 
sent instance this can scarcely be 
pot forward as an argument in 
favour of the suggested levies. 
Hong Kong owes its very exist- 
ence to shipping, and its pros- 
perity has been largely built up 
from the benefits ‘derived from 
the advantages obtaining to a 
free part. This grent asset 
should be maintained as far as 
possible at all costs.” Quite apart 
from the objections to taxing 
shipping in order to augment 
local revenue, it must be admitted 
by all that this particular trade 
is passing through a very hard 
time, and it is only by the most 
rigid economy that many com- 
panies are able to carry on.”

MOTOR TAXATION. 


Restriction on British 
Trade. 


Another effort is being made by 
the Conference of Motor Organi- 
sutiona to induce the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to reduce the 
taxation of motor vehicles, 

A memorandum has been ad- 
dressed to Mr; Snowden on behalf 
of the twenty-one ‘ organisations 
forming the conference. [t is 
signed hy the Hon. Sir Arthur 
Stanley, chairman, and Mr. A. Be 
Cave, the hon. accretary of the 
conference, 

Since representations were made 
a year ago, the memorandum 
states, a decrease in the sales and 
usage of motor vehicles has taken 
place. The burden of motor taxa- 
tion hna been a substantial factor, 
it is submitted, in restricting ex- 
pansion of the manufacturing, 
distributing, and service trades, 
and rendering those trades less 
able to contribute to national re- 
venue, besides adding to unemploy- 
ment, i 

As an example of the injurious 
effects of high taxation on road 
transport, it is stated that in some 
British industries, notably the 
cotton industry, motor taxation 
imposes the equivalent of a tax of 
from 10 per cent, to 15 per cent. 
on the transport cost of the goods 
on each journey. 

Other points made 
memorandum are that:— 

Of the £42,400,000 yielded by 
_ motor taxes in 1929-30 no less 

* than 47 per cent. was taken by 
the Exchequer for purposes 
other than roads. 

Last year 600,000 cars and 
600,000 motor-cycles were taken 
out of use and not licensed for 
one or more quarters. ‘ The. 
numbers are growing. Lower 
taxation would encourgge all- 
the-year use. ‘
